DAYTON SETS AN EXAMPLE 
Thirty -four thosuand 
pupils and 
more than 
1000 
teachers have returned to school following a three-week 
vacation at Day ton, O., according to news reports. The 
vacation came when the school board wiped out a $67,000 
deficit by simply closing the schools temporarily , and then 
on a pay -as-y ou-go basis, having located $430,000 for a nest 
egg in the interim. 
The action in Day ton has the germ of an idea tha t may 
be now in governmental circles, but 
has 
been practiced 
privately for a long time. The individual, when he finds his 
expenses exceed his income, is likely to cut down the ex­ 
penses. Not often does he borrow money to maintain a 
standard of living bey ond his income. When he does, he 
usually winds up in bankruptcy . But governmental circles, 
especially the federal group, seem not to have explored the 
possibilities of cutting expenses to meet income. 
It would be unwise to consider disbanding the army or 
navy , or the courts, or even the FBI and the iusticc depart­ 
ment. There are certain other functionaries, however, who 
might be permitted to suspend a ctivities until revenue l'raUr Governor opposed to most 
picks up. 
Take the congress, for instance. There was a time when 
a large number of people used to urge congress to “ balance 
the budget and go home.” But congress failed to balance the 
budget and wa sn’t in a hurry about going home. No one 
knows exa ctly where we would have been 11 congress had 
skipped a session or two in the last six y ears, but the books 
might have been 5 to 7 billion dollars ahead.

RAILROADS STILL IN TROUBLE 
llliam Alien Wh ite, following a visit to Mexico, wrote 
an account of th e meth od being employed by th e Mexican 
government to force utility companies to government own­ 
ersh ip. Generally, th e Cardenas government refuses to per­ 
mit th e utilities to ch arge rates h igh enough 
to cover 
expenses, and at th e same time refuses to permit th em to 
reduce costs of operation. Th e inevitable result will be bank 
!h 
ruptcy and government ownersh ip.

In th is country th ere is no public demand for govern­ 
ment ownersh ip of railroads, and government policy as it 
h as developed can h ardly h ave been directed toward th at 
end. But th e result seems to be th at railroads are not per­ 
mitted to increase rates h igh enough to keep out of th e red 
and are not permitted to reduce wages. Agencies attempting 
to solve th e railroad problem h ave been unable to a gm 
an> solution not involving subsidization or outrigh t 
ment ownersh ip. 
It is h ard to understand h ow th e public at large can 
avoid pay ing h igh er railroad rates in th e long run, "unless 
railroad expenses are reduced. W h eth er th ese h igh ei rates 
are paid m th e form of tax es to cover deficits, in ease 
ernment takes over th e roads, or in th e form of subsidies 
seems to be immaterial.
